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Office  of  the  Secretary,  Boston,  Jan.  30,  1926. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  section  133,  chapter  54, 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  7,  chapter  209,  Acts  of  1921,  a  report  of  the 
number  of  assessed  polls  and  the  number  of  registered  voters  in  each  city  and  town 
at  the  date  of  the  last  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total  number  of  persons  who 
voted  at  each  such  election  in  every  city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting  precinct 
therein,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion and  for  election  for  a  State  office. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  law  above  quoted,  I  submit  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  Article  XLV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  provides  that  "The 
general  court  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  law  for  voting  by  qualified  voters  of 
the  commonwealth  who,  at  the  time  of  an  election,  are  absent  from  the  city  or 
town  of  which  they  are  inhabitants  in  the  choice  of  any  officer  to  be  elected  or  upon 
any  question  submitted  at  such  election."  With  the  knowledge  that  many  unfortu- 
nate persons  duly  registered  are  deprived  of  their  right  to  vote  because  of  physical 
disability  which  i5revents  them  from  going  to  the  polling  places  and  voting  in  per- 
son, I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  1922,  1923  and  1924  that  the 
provisions  of  said  article  be  extended  to  include  qualified  voters  who  by  reason  of 
physical  disability  are  unable  to  cast  their  votes  at  the  polling  place  in  person. 

2.  Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  General  Provisions. 
IV.  Information  for  Voters,  provides  that  "The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  cause  to  be  printed  and  sent  to  each  registered  voter  in  the  commonwealth 
the  full  text  of  every  measure  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  legislative  committee's  majority  and  minority  reports,  if  there  be  such,  with 
the  names  of  the  majority  and  minority  members  thereon,  a  statement  of  the  votes 
of  the  general  court  on  the  measure,  and  a  description  of  the  measure  as  such 
description  will  appear  on  the  ballot;  and  shall,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided 
by  law,  cause  to  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the  voters  other  information  and  arguments 
for  and  against  the  measure."  A  compliance  with  the  above  provisions  has  de- 
veloped the  fact  (evidenced  by  many  complaints  to  this  office)  that  the  information 
for  voters  therein  provided  for  is  misleading  and  unintelligible,  and  I  therefore 
respectfully  suggest  that  in  addition  to  the  publication  of  the  material  required  by 
the  Constitution  that  the  pamphlet  shall  contain  a  brief  but  comprehensive  state- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  every  section  of  each  measure  submitted  to  the  voters, 
prepared  by  the  Attorney  General.  This  recommendation  was  made  by  me  to  the 
General  Court  of  1924,  together  with  a  provision  that  the  legislative  committees' 
report  should  not  appear  unless  arguments  both  for  and  against  the  measure  are 
submitted  by  them,  which  provision  required  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
and  while  the  General  Court  did  not  approve,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  both 
suggestions  are  important,  but  am  confining  myself  to  that  part  which  will  require 
only  a  legislative  enactment,  by  which  the  public  would  have  from  an  official  source 
a  far  better  understanding  of  the  matters  presented  to  them  for  approval  or  dis- 
approval. 

3.  I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  1924  that  authority  be  given  for 
the  publication  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Education,  for  free  distribution  to  the  schools  and  the  public,  of  a  handbook  on 
elections,  their  conduct  and  purposes,  and  such  other  information  relating  thereto 
as  said  officers  may  deem  pertinent. 

4.  At  the  State  Primary  in  1924  the  Republican  party  nominated  two  candidates 
from  the  same  town  for  the  office  of  county  commissioner.  The  Attorney  General, 
under  date  of  September  27,  1924,  gave  as  his  opinion  that  while  two  commissioners 
were  to  be  elected,  they  could  not  both  be  from  the  same  town,  therefore  the  person 
from  another  town  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  should  be  declared  the 
second  nominee.     This  opinion  was  later  confirmed  by  the  supreme  court  in  the 
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case  of  Frank  G.  Thatcher  v.  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on  a  petition  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus. 

At  the  State  election  November  4,  1924,  William  A.  Canty  received  the  second 
highest  number  of  votes  for  Representative  in  the  General  Court,  15th  Suffolk 
District,  there  being  two  persons  to  be  elected.  Mr.  Canty  had  died  in  the  fore- 
noon of  November  3,  and  William  F.  Madden,  who  received  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes,  petitioned  the  supreme  court  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  directing 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of  Boston  to  issue  to  him  a  certificate  of  his 
election.  The  court  so  directed,  and  subsequently,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
House  Committee  on  Elections  of  1925,  and  the  said  Madden  was  declared  a  duly 
elected  representative. 

If  the  General  Court  determines  that  this  shall  be  the  policy  hereafter  in  such 
cases,  I  suggest  for  their  consideration,  the  advisability  of  providing  by  law  that  in 
cases  of  death  or  ineligibility  of  persons  nominated  for  or  elected  to  an  office,  the 
person  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  so  nominated 
or  elected. 

5.  The  blank  form  of  application  for  absent  voters'  ballots  under  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  chapter  54,  section  87,  does  not  provide  for  the  information  as  to 
where  the  applicant  was  a  registered  voter  on  April  first,  nor  is  there  a  space  in 
which  the  mailing  address  of  said  applicant  can  be  supplied.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  General  Laws,  chapter  54,  section  87,  be  so  amended  as  to  include  these 
important  details. 

6.  General  Laws,  chapter  54,  section  118,  provides  that  the  proclamation  issued 
by  the  Governor  and  Council,  giving  the  names  of  persons  who  have  received  at 
least  one  fifth  of  the  entire  number  of  votes  cast  for  election  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  such 
person,  shall  be  printed  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county,  and  believing 
that  this  provision  serves  no  public  purpose  and  is,  therefore,  an  unnecessary 
expense,  I  recommend  that  said  section  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"printed  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county." 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law. 
Since  the  last  report  special  elections  have  been  held  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  office 
of  Representative  in  Congress  in  the  following  districts:    Fifth  Congressional 
(June  30,  1925),  Second  Congressional  (September  29,  1925),  and  for  Representative 
in  the  General  Court  in  the  Third  Franklin  District  (September  29,  1925). 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  there  were  received  from 
candidates  for  nomination  a  total  of  9  returns,  of  which  4  reported  no  payments. 

There  were  received  from  candidates  for  election  a  total  of  6  returns,  of  which  4 
reported  payments  to  political  committees  amounting  to  $3,655.00.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Rejyresentatives, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compHance  with  section  133,  chapter  54, 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  7,  chapter  209,  Acts  of  1921,  a  report  of  the 
number  of  assessed  polls,  the  number  of  registered  voters  at  the  date  of  the  last 
biennial  State  election  and  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total  number  of  per- 
sons who  voted  at  each  such  election  in  every  city  and  towoi,  and  in  every  voting 
precinct  therein,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate 
for  nomination  and  for  election  for  a  State  office,  and  for  election  for  a  State  com- 
mittee. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  law  above  quoted,  I  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  I  renew  the  recommendation  made  by  my  predecessor,  Hon.  Albert  P.  Lang- 
try,  in  the  years  1914  and  1915,  "that  an  incumbent  of  a  State  office  may  have  his 
name  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  such  office  of  the  party 
which  he  represents  upon  a  request  in  writing  filed  with  the  State  Secretary  on  or 
before  the  last  hour  for  filing  primary  nomination  papers." 

2.  In  this  and  in  previous  years  there  have  been  many  cases  before  the  State 
Ballot  Law  Commission  where  signatures  on  primary  and  election  nomination 
papers  would  clearly  indicate  that  their  genuineness  was  subject  to  doubt.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  each  nomination  paper  shall  contain  a  certificate  signed 
by  some  qualified  voter  of  the  Commonwealth  that  all  the  signatures  thereon 
were  made  by  the  persons  whose  names  they  purport  to  be,  except  as  othermse 
provided  bj^  law. 

3.  Chapter  96,  Acts  of  1926,  fixes  the  date  of  the  State  primary  as  the  seventh 
(instead  of  the  eighth)  Tuesday  preceding  State  elections  without  providing  for 
objections  to,  withdrawals  of,  or  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  nominations  made  at 
such  primaries.  In  the  nominations  made  at  the  State  primaries  September  14, 
1926,  it  became  necessary  to  assume  responsibility  of  supplying  omitted  dates  as 
consistent  as  possible  with  the  pro\dsions  of  law  when  said  primaries  were  held 
on  the  eighth  Tuesday  preceding  the  State  election.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  legislation  to  supply  these  omissions. 

4.  In  view  of  the  difficulties  frequently  arising  from  the  redistricting  of  repre- 
sentative districts  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution,  I  rec- 
ommend an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  provide  that  the  apportionment  of 
representative  districts  as  provided  for  under  said  article  of  the  Constitution  shall 
not  take  effect  until  January  first  of  the  second  year  following  the  assignment  by 
the  General  Court,  and  that  no  court  procedure  in  connection  with  said  assignment 
shall  begin  later  than  one  year  after  the  time  of  the  assignment. 

5.  The  law  now  requires  a  candidate  nominated  by  more  than  one  party  .  .  . 
etc.,  within  the  seventy-two  hours  next  succeeding  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  last  day  fixed  for  the  filing  of  nomination  papers,  to  file  a  writing  directing  in 
what  order  the  several  nominations  .  .  .  etc.,  shall  be  added  to  his  name  upon  the 
official  ballot.  This  provision  is  unworkable  as  applied  to  the  new  State  primary 
date,  which  in  the  current  year  occurred  on  September  14.  In  the  current  year 
the  last  day  for  filing  nomination  papers  for  the  State  election  was  September  7; 
three  days  later  (September  10)  was  four  days  before  the  State  prmiarj''  at  which  a 
candidate  might  have  received  the  nomination  of  more  than  one  party.  I  there- 
fore recommend  an  amendment  to  said  section  41  to  provide  that  the  last  day 
fixed  for  filing  nomination  papers  shall  read  the  last  day  fixed  for  filing  certificates 
of  nomination. 

6.  Section  3  of  chapter  53  of  the  General  Laws  provides  that  a  person  whose 
name  is  not  printed  on  a  State  primary  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  an  office,  but  who 
receives  sufficient  votes  to  nominate  him  therefor,  shall  file  a  written  acceptance 
of  the  nomination  in  the  office  of  the  State  Secretary  before  the  last  hour  for  filing 
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nominations  by  nomination  paper  or  otherwise.  For  the  purpose  of  uniformity,  I 
suggest  that  the  words  "nominations  bj^  nomination  paper  or  otherwise"  be  stricken 
out,  and  the  words  "certificates  of  nomination"  inserted  in  place  thereof. 

7.  Section  16  of  chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  relates  to  statements  of  political 
expenses  of  candidates,  and  requires  a  candidate  within  seven  days  after  the  last 
day  for  filing  nominations  to  file  a  statement  of  expenses,  etc.  Again,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  uniformity,  I  suggest  that  the  word  "nominations"  be  stricken  out,  and  the 
words  "certificates  of  nomination"  inserted  in  place  thereof. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law. 

In  compliance  with  General  Laws,  chapter  55,  nomination  expense  returns  were 
received  from  935  candidates  of  which  123  appeared  to  be  irregular  or  defective, 
and  234  were  received  after  the  last  day  for  filing,  namely,  September  27,  for  can- 
didates at  large,  and  October  7,  for  all  other  candidates.  These  were  therefore 
transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General  according  to  law,  as  was  also  a  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  30  candidates  who  failed  to  file  a  return. 

There  were  316  returns  of  no  expenses  and  22  pajanents  to  political  committees 
of  $12,200.50,1  an  increase  of  §10,934.53  as  compared  with  1924.  The  total  ex- 
penditures for  nomination  as  shown  by  returns  filed  were  $133,624. 13,^  a  decrease 
of  $30,913.14  as  compared  with  1924. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  622  candidates  of  which  76  ap- 
peared to  be  irregular  or  defective,  and  116  were  received  after  the  last  day  for 
filing,  November  16.  These  were  therefore  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General 
according  to  law,  as  was  also  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  1 1  candidates 
who  failed  to  file  a  return. 

There  were  229  returns  of  no  expenses  and  150  pajTiients  to  political  committees 
amounting  to  $30,922.29,  an  increase  of  $5,635.82  as  compared  with  1924.  The 
total  expenditures  for  election,  as  shown  by  returns  filed,  was  $88,206.86,  a  de- 
crease of  $20,066.63  as  compared  with  1924. 

The  total  expenditures  of  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election  were 
$221,830.99,  a  decrease  of  $50,979.77  as  compared  with  1924,  and  the  total  amount 
paid  to  political  committees  was  $43,122.79,  an  increase  of  $16,570.35  as  com- 
pared with  1924. 

There  were  also  received  from  the  treasurers  of  political  committees  440  returns, 
of  which  181  were  certificates,  66  stating  that  the  aggregate  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments did  not  exceed  $20,  and  115  reporting  no  receipts  or  disbursements.  Forty- 
six  of  the  returns,  of  which  10  were  certificates,  were  transmitted  to  the  Attorney 
General  as  apparently  in  violation  of  the  law. 

There  was  also  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  a  list  of  355  committees  that 
had  filed  their  organizations  but  had  not  filed  statements  of  receipts  or  expendi- 
tures or  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  they  had  not  received  or  expended  anything 
of  value.
